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5. The primary purpose of the rights offering is to finance Laserlite 
Ines; 


6. Mintron notified the existing shareholders of the rights offering by 
causing to be sent to them by mail dated June 13, 1986 a document 
entitled "Rights Offering Memorandum'';

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1.2 PROPOSED OSC POLICY 7.5 - RECIPROCAL FILINGS 


As a result of an issuer being subject to disclosure requirements of other 
jurisdictions, such issuer may make varying disclosure at differing times in 
each jurisdiction. The Commission is concerned that Ontario resident investors 
be as well informed about the affairs of an issuer as investors in any other 
jurisdiction. To address this problem, the Commission has approved for 
publication a proposed policy 7.5 - Reciprocal Filings, which sets forth those 
instances when an issuer must make reciprocal filings with the Commission. 


A copy of the proposed policy statement 7.5 - Reciprocal Filings is in chapter 
5 - policies section of this publication. 
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1.3. REVISED FEE SCHEDULES/SECURITIES ACT/COMMODITY FUTURES ACT 


In OSC Bulletin #26/86, Volume 9, dated June 27, 1986, the Ontario Securities 
Commission (the '"OSC'') published amending Regulations under both the Ontario 
Securities Act (the "'0SA'') and the Commodity Futures Act (the ''CFA') together 
with a notice summarizing the major changes entailed in the revised fee 
structure. As indicated in the notice, the OSC commenced implementation of the 
new fee structure on July 1, 1986. 


The amending Regulations under the OSA and the CFA are O. Reg. 383/86 and 


O. Reg. 382/86, respectively. These amending Regulations are expected to be 
published in the July 12/86 edition of The Ontario Gazette.

Accordingly, when a reporting issuer 
makes a filing pursuant to corporate or securities legislation or stock 
exchange by laws or regulations in a jurisdiction other than Ontario,

The following is the text of remarks of Chairman Stanley M. Beck 
Canadian Corporate Shareholder Services Association on June 18, 
"Shareholder Communication". 
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SHAREHOLDER COMMUNICATION 


In the electronically driven capital markets of the future 
issuers will disseminate to their shareholders and to 
intermediaries their financial statements, material change 
reports and information circulars by way of computer links. 
Investors will have personal computers, and voting will be as 


Simple and as fast as pushing the right keys. 


Such a system as I have described, will of course, be expensive, 
and beyond the reach of small issuers and investors, at least 
initially. Moreover it 1s some years and many government and 


private industry dollars away from implementation. 


As an early step towards this somewhat visionary electronic 
future, Management Board of the Ontario Government has approved a 
feasability study for what I hope will be a Canadian EDGAR, a 


Study that I anticipate will commence in the fall of this year. 


In the meantime, we have a very imperfect system of shareholder 
communication, both in practice and as it is legislated under 
corporate and security laws. Our laws simply do not take into 
account the growth in the use of street form certificates, or the 
book based system which has so rapidly developed in Canada since 


1979 with the growth of the Canadian Depository for Securities. 
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By way of illustration, the value of securities on deposit in the 
book based system of CDS was approximately $48 billion after the 
FiPSt f1Scal quarter of this year. However, the obligations 
under corporate and securities laws upon issuers for 
dissemination of information to shareholders are largely 
restricted to dissemination to shareholders of record. Section 
48 of the Securities Act contemplates, but very inadequately 
deals with, dissemination of proxy material to the true owners of 


the shares. 


In agai tion, we find: tial iehesiar) 2s panna] y <s bows 21 days 
is simply not sufficient time for issuers to send, either 
directly or indirectly, proxy material to shareholders other than 
Shareholders of record, and have those proxies returned before a 
meeting. We find that shareholders, apart: “From ‘Wwery 
sophisticated shareholders, (and and there are an _ increasing 
number of relatively small shareholders who invest through self 
administered RRSP'S, and in Quebec stock savings plans), do not 
have the level of awareness to appreciate that they can, although 
with effort, get the information from issuers in whom they hold 
Securities, or from their brokers, assuming their accounts are 
large enough to warrant such attention . We find intermediaries 
have an increasing level of concern with the problem of 
shareholder communication, but are faced with no clear rules, no 
Systems or economies of scale, and often inadequate or no 
remuneration for their role in the dissemination process. We 


find that issuers must comply with corporate and securities law 
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requirements for obtaining the approval of substantial majorities 
for certain corporate actions, and are having great difficulties 
in having proxies returned, in atimely manner if at all, in 
part, because they are not able to establish a relationship of 
ongoing communication with their shareholders. We have all read 
the accounts in Diane Francis's column in the Toronto Star of the 
Shareholder who was not entitled to exercise rights of dissent 
available to shareholders under corporate law because his shares 
were held in street form, and appreciate his frustration. On the 
other hand it is important that that issuers not be required to 
go behind a nominee to determine who their shareholders are. The 
answer to problems of this nature is clearly not to suggest to 
Shareholders that they have the shares registered in their name. 
This is a costly, inefficient and retrograde way of dealing with 
Shareholder communication and shareholder rights. A _ partial 
answer lies in raising the awareness of both intermediaries and 
of shareholders as to shareholders! rights and how they may be 
exercised. I hope that the process of developing legislation 


itself will contribute to such awareness. 


As a securities regulator, I start with the proposition that 
informed investors create better capital markets, better because 
they are fairer and perceived as being fairer, better because 
more information results in more interest and more educated 


involvement by investors.

The 
Securities Commission has policies requiring the approval of the 
Majority of “the minority masome situations. | including» aod 
private situations, and in respect of the issuance of restricted 
Shares. The Toronto Stock Exchange has policies requiring 
Shareholder approval for certain corporate actions such as large 
private placements, particularly in non-arms' length situations. 
However, policies and legislation that are aimed at increasing 
disclosure in the secondary market, and thoughtful action by 
shareholders, fail to be effective if the information does not 
get to the individual shareholders, especially where there are 


voting requirements. 


Faced with these concerns, the Commission published an issues 
paper and draft legislation in early 1985. In developing that 
draft legislation, the Commission was assisted by the Committee 
on Effective Shareholder Communication, which was a committee 
comprised of representatives of The Toronto Stock Exchange, trust 
companies, banks, investment dealers, issuers and CDS. That 
proposal was for a system of indirect communication, basically 
the passing down of information from issuer to intermediary to 
beneficial owner, accepting the existing proxy attorney system of 


CDS, with the proxies being returned to the issuer back UD 
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through the various layers of intermediaries . The public 
comments on the proposal were generally not favourable. Even 
the, .Committee on Effective. Shareholder Communication . took 
exception to some of the details. In response, the Commission 
decided that a quite different approach might be more 
Satisfactory, particularly in the light of the advent of the 
Independent Election Corporation in the U.S. Accordingly, the 
Commission published in the fall of 1985 the broad outlines of a 
direct communication system, which would have required issuers to 
send information to their beneficial shareholders and require 
intermediaries, that is, dealers, banks and trust companies, to 
make available to the issuers the names of the beneficial holders 
for the purpose of such communication. The Commission then asked

the Committee on Effective Shareholder Communication, but the new 
committee was somewhat expanded with the inclusion of the Toronto 
Society of Financial Analysts, the Prospectors and Developers 
Association, and the Corporations Branch. It was targeted in 
its mandate, which was to report to the Commission on _ the 
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implementation of the Commission's fall proposals. The Advisory 
Committee has recently delivered a draft final report to the 
Commission that seems, looked at favourably, to combine the best 
of both approaches, or, even when looked at critically, to 
present a reasonable compromise among the interests of issuers, 


intermediaries and shareholders. 


First it should be said that the Committee accepts that improved 
Shareholder communication is necessary. There 1S an increasing 
awareness among issuers and intermediaries that the existing 
Sutuetion VS not Sdlistacrory- Secondly, the Committee accepts 
the need of legislation in the area, to give a communications 
System the impetus that legislation provides, so that cost 
efficient systems can be developed. Thirdly, the Committee 
recognizes thal it is not. realistic to put the responsibility on 
Shareholders to obtain information. That responsibility should 
be upon issuers and intermediaries, although it is recognized 
that shareholders well may bear the cost indirectly. Two further 
general recommendations should be noted. First, the need for a 
public policy expression by the Commission to the effect that 
issuers and intermediaries should make all efforts to facilitate 
communication between issuers and Shareholders pending 
legislation, combined with education of shareholders as to how 
and why information from issuers may be obtained and their rights 
as shareholders recognized. The second general recommendation is 


that the legislation in this area be uniform across Canada, and 
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that corporate statutes and other applicable legislation, for 
example, the Bank Act, be amended to permit the development of 


uniform legislation. 


I should advise you that the matter has been addressed at the 
Canadian Securities Administrators' last two semi annual 
Meetings. It is currently being addressed by the Uniformity 
Committee, and it is generally accepted by Ontario and by the 


other provinces that uniformity is essential. 


The recommendations that the Advisory Committee have made differ 
from both earlier proposals in that they make a distinction 
between the treatment of meeting material and take-over bid 
related materials, both being material requiring some action Dy 
Shareholders, and the treatment of other information that issuers 
are required to send by law to their shareholders or wish to send 


on a voluntary basis. 


Generally the recommendations as to the dissemination of meeting 
material focuses on the indirect route. The intention of the 
Committee, I believe, is to impose obligations but give maximum 
flexibility, particularly to intermediaries, as to how they are 
performed. That 1s, issuers are required to send the material 


down the chain of intermediaries to the beneficial shareholder. 


However, at any point in the chain the intermediary may either 
transier™ the “task Or CommunDCavion lo a ‘third’ party <service 
company , or “directly “back “To""the™ issuer, subject “to the 
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willingness and ability of the issuer to accept the task. Hence, 
the intermediaries will be able to maintain flexibility in their 
communication processes, and work out the most cost efficient 
system. The cost to the issuer of either direct or indirect 


communication will be about the same. 


For quarterly reports and other strictly informational material 
that the issuer is required to deliver to its shareholders or 
wishes to deliver to its shareholders, the recommendations 
contemplate that the shareholders will ask the issuer directly to 
be placed on a supplemental mailing list, and the issuer will be 
required to send material to such shareholders on receipt of 
proper certification as to ownership. Intermediaries will have 


to play an educational role with respect to shareholders. 


Where Materials are of amature that it 1S essential that ‘they 


reach shareholders quickly, Such as take-over and issuer bid 
material, the rirse “roure=* of dissemination through 
intermediaries will be available, but it is expected that the 


present practice of advertising in the financial press will be 


continued. 


In deciding to maintain and improve the present indirect system 
of communication, I understand that the Committee was influenced 
by the fact that systems enabling direct communication, that is, 
centralized client lists and communication through an independent 


service company, are simply not in place, and will be Cost lynto 
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develop, particularly ine? < Pespecy Matar © some e elassesi © Aer 
intermediaries. It is, however, possible now for an intermediary 
to pass information to its beneficial shareholders, if not to 
make available clients' lists in readily accessible form, such as 
computer printouts. There was also a perception that many 
intermediaries wish to preserve their client relationships, 


including confidentiality. 


In framing its recommendations for effective shareholder 
communication, the Committee considered the obligations of the 
parties to the shareholder communication process to be divided in 


the following manner. 


ihe “obligations. of the 1ssoer consist of first... providing’. all 
materials required by law to their beneficial owners in 
accordance with the structure set up in the _ legislation. 
Beneficial owners are the shareholders on the records of 
intermediaries, other than other intermediaries. That is, there 
is no intention to go behind trusts or varieties of indirect 
ownership. Secondly, the issuer must use a search card system to 
notify intermediaries of upcoming meetings. These must be 
distributed not later than 14 days prior to the record date, and 
will provide nominees with the record date and meeting date to 
enable them to establish lists of beneficial owners and to allow 
them to order the materials required to support their needs if 
they elect this method of distribution. Thirdly, the issuers 


will compensate the intermediaries for delivering materials to

beneficial owners, according to a standard industry fee on a per 
name basis with a minimum per intermediary. I expect there will 
be some debate about the level of fees recommended. FOUabn | yrs 
the issuers will maintain a supplemental mailing list so_ that 
interested beneficial owners may receive, directly from the 
issuer, quarterly reports and other shareholder communication 
materials other than meeting materials and take-over bid 
materials. Issuers may, but are not required to, offer to mail 


directly themselves to the beneficial owners. 


The obligations of intermediaries are to respond to search cards 
within established time frames; to meet their obligation of 
delivering information to the beneficial owners by doing the 
distributions themselves, using the services of third party 
Service companias, Or if the issuer is willing. delivering the 
names of beneficial owners to the issuer, all within established 
time frames; to bill issuers for delivering the materials; to 
vote securities as specifically directed by beneficial owners or 
when given general voting instructions; and generally, to inform 


their clients of their rights as beneficial owners. 


The Committee also, felt. that the regulators. had. some 
obligations. ~the first, of which was. tomarrive at. uniferm nation= 
wide legislation. The second was to assist in establishing 
reasonable fees and to review such fees on an ongoing basis with 
the advice and assistance of a committee of issuers and 


intermediaries. The third was to enforce the law and to follow 
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up within the limits of their jurisdictions. And, lastly the 
regulators must accept an educational role respecting issuers, 


intermediaries and shareholders. 


The recommendations of the Committee have put very few 
obligations on the shareholders themselves, except in respect of 
the supplemental mailing list, while on the other hand giving 
them the right to waive receipt of materials, and to maintain 
confidentiality as to the release of their names to issuers. My 
view is that this is a realistic approach. However, I do hope 
that given the receipt of materials from issuers, and _ given 
educational efforts by both intermediaries and _ regulators, 
beneficial shareholders will be encouraged to take a more active 
and interested role in the affairs of corporations of which they 
are shareholders. I would also hope that shareholders would 
perceive the capital markets as more open and fair from the point 


of view of accessibility of information. 


Changes in corporate law are vitally necessary to support the 
recommendations of the Committee. The Committee was asked to 
proceed on the assumption that such changes would be made. 
Among the changes will have to be an extension of the minimum 
time for notice of a shareholders' meeting to 35 days. Further, 
provisions dealing with record dates will have to be reviewed 
because proxy tabulation becomes an impossible task with layers 
of intermediaries unless voting rights are established as at a 


fixed record date. Where securities are transferred between the 
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record date and the date of the meeting, the transferee will have 
to make its own arrangements with the transferor for obtaining a 
proxy. The Committee strongly recommends that there be no 
requirement to advertise the record date in the press. Further, 
proxies will have to be looked at carefully in the light of 
corporate legislation to permit the voting of shares. by 


beneficial owners through several layers of intermediaries. 


The Committee, along with the Commission and the Ontario 
Government, is very conscious of the burdens of public financing 
onegunior \ issuers; eparhiculariy-juniow resource sissuers' uwith 
lithiemmoreino. Tash flows The cost of improved shareholder 
communication will certainly fall heavily upon the issuer. It is 
also recognized that the benefits of nominee registration, or a 
book based system are shared by intermediaries and by 
Shareholders themselves. In order to spread the cost burden as 
equitably as possible, the Committee has recommended that a_ per 
name fee, exclusive of postage, may be charged by an intermediary 
for distributing material sent by the issuer, whether the 
intermediary sends the material to beneficial shareholders 
itself, or through a third party service company. If the issuer 
1s willing and able to distribute the material itself, that can 
be negotiated between the issuer and intermediary. The 
intermediary will be able to choose the most cost efficient 
method of distribution, but the issuer's costs cannot be 


inflated. 
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Secondly, the Committee has not followed the U.S. example in 


recommending a start-up fee. 


Thirdly, the Committee has recommended that for material in 
respect of which no action is required on the part’ of 
Shareholders, and where it is not necessary to have strict 
controls over shareholders lists for the purposes of voting, a 
faster but somewhat looser system, that is the supplementary 
mailing list, 1S appropriate. Shareholders who are speculators 
will probably not want to receive quarterlies, annual reports, or 
other material voluntarily sent by an issuer. Other shareholders 
who so wish may receive such material. In any event, significant 
information is reported in the financial press in a rather more 
timely manner than its dissemination to shareholders 
through the mail. The one drawback to this proposal, it seems to 
me , is that issuers who want to establish a continuous 
relationship with their shareholders, where the shareholders have 
not placed themselves on the supplemental mailing list, may still 
have difficulty doing so. While there is nothing to prevent an 
issuer from making arrangements with intermediaries to pass 
quarterlies along to the beneficial owners, the cost to the 


issuer, unless regulated, may be unacceptable. 


Intermediaries will be encouraged to assist in the education of 


their clients as to how they may obtain material directly from 
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the issuer, and will be able to request copies from the issuer 
forechel re ehienks: I understand that the Committee envisages 
that intermediaries will keep a stock of preprinted request 


forms. 


I understand the smaller issuers represented on the Committee are 
Still concerned with the cost of sending quarterlies, even to 
their shareholders of record. The Commission will have to 
consider this position and also consider alternate means of 
disseminating quarterlies, such as advertising in the financial 
press. Consideration” @s' ‘Falso- being given: ~* toe) Improving 
information in quarterly reports to make them more meaningful. We 


are some way from any conclusions in this area. 


One interesting recommendation from the point of view of issuers, 
is that a shareholder may give general voting instructions to 
intermediaries, who will then be required to vote the shares in 
Neiy iserer ion. I understand this recommendation was made in 
lieu of the U.S. 10 day rule, to avoid the problems that have 
developed with that particular rule in distinguishing 


controversial and non controversial corporate actions. 


Although the full Commission has not had an Opportunity to 
examine the recommendations of the Committee in detail, I am 
giving them serious consideration. An enormous amount of work 
and thought has gone into them, and representatives of sectors 
with vastly different interests in the matter have achieved 


important agreement. As to the timing of legislation, draft 
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legislation is currently being prepared and is in limited 
preliminary circulation. It is intended that it will become part 
of the omnibus Securities Act that we will recommend to _ the 


Government in the fall. 


I congratulate the Association on its interest in the area of 
Shareholder communication, I would like to thank your chairman, 
for giving me the opportunity to speak today, and to especially 
thank Dick Pack, who of course is chairman of the Advisory 
Committee, your members John Heaney, and Lise Pratt who 
represented your Association on the Advisory Committee, and the 
other members of the Committee for their tremendous efforts. Il 
hope your Association and its members will continue to take an 
active role in securities markets, not only in this area, but in 


others that are of concern to you as issuers.

Background 





Over the past several months the Commission has received preliminary 
prospectuses in respect of the above offerings (listed in chronological order) , 
known variously as subdivided offerings, stripped common deals, and fixed 
investment portfolios. Of these, four have been issued a receipt for final 
prospectus: ''B'' Corp., which involves an underlying investment in Bell Canada 
Enterprises Common Shares; RY Financial Corporation and RY NT/RY II, which 
involve underlying investments in Royal Bank Common Shares; and Bancshare 
Portfolio Corp., which involves an underlying investment in the common shares 
of Bank of Montreal, Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce and The Royal Bank of 
Canada. "U'' Corp. involves an underlying investment in the common shares of 
three utilities and the remainder involve an underlying investment in common 
shares of certain chartered banks. 


Typically, the issuer is a wholly-owned subsidiary of one or aé_e group of 
investment dealers, who hold and deposit in escrow the common shares of the 
issuer. The securities that the issuer offers to the public are preferred 
shares and instalment receipts or capital shares (which resemble warrants) , 
both of which are subsequently listed and posted for trading on one or _ more 
stock exchanges. In the last two prospectuses on the list, ''the issuer"! 
consists of two separate corporations: one holds the underlying investment and 
issues preferred shares to the other and capital shares to the public, while 
the other issues the preferred shares to the _ public. The reason for the 
variation in structure is tax-related and in all other material respects the 
offering is identical to the previous six. 


The offering prices of the preferred share and instalment receipt together 
approximate the average market price of the underlying shares. The offering is 
for an equal number of preferred shares and instalment receipts, although they 
need not be purchased together. The offering is done on a "'best efforts" basis 
and the issuer uses the proceeds of the offering to purchase the required 
number of underlying shares. 
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The preferred shares of ''B'' Corp. were priced at about 75% of the market price 
of the underlying shares and receive 100% of the dividends received by the 
issuer on the underlying shares. The instalment receipts receive the capital 
appreciation on the underlying investment in excess of 75% of the initial 
value. The first instalment was approximately 25% of the price of the 


underlying share. The second instalment, which is the lesser of the market 
price of the underlying shares less $1 and the offering price of a preferred 
share, 1S payable at a fixed date six years in the future and entitles the 


holder to received the underlying share. 
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These ssotterings %plit athe »tnderlying ‘shares ‘into income and capital 
appreciation components and provide leverage for investors who purchase the 
components on the primary distribution. In wey Corp. the preferred 
shareholders receive the dividends of a $40 share for an investment of $30, 
risk capital depreciation only if the market price of the BCE shares’ drops 
below $30 and have no opportunity for capital gain. The instalment receipt 
holders receive no dividend income, assume the risk of capital depreciation 
from $40 to $30, receive all of the appreciation in the market price of the 
underlying share over the combined issue price upon termination of the plan in 
Six years. 


One of the comments that has been cited in relation to these offerings is that 
they create conflicting interests between two groups of shareholders with a 
Single underlying security by dividing short-term divided interests from 
longer-term capital appreciation interests. Another comment arises from the 
fact that the votes attached to the underlying shares have been passed through 
to the preferred share purchasers or, in the case of the multiple investment 
portfolios, remain with the issuer and may be voted by management. In the 
first case the voters have a divided related interest to project, to the 
possible detriment of the holders of the deposit receipts who have capital 
appreciation interests. In the latter case, management of the issuer is faced 
with balancing the conflicting interests of the two opposing groups of 
investors. The alternative of passing the votes through to the holders of the 
deposit receipts has similar problems. 


Another comment is that the insertion of a holding company between beneficial 
shareholders and the issuer of the underlying shares makes it difficult and 
costly for the underlying company to communicate with its beneficial 
shareholders or to achieve a quorum or shareholder approval when necessary. 


In "'B'' Corp., because the voting rights will be passed through to the holders 
of the preferred shares, those investors will be provided with necessary proxy 
material prior to the annual general meeting, which will include the = annual 
report, the notice of meeting, the information circular and the form of proxy. 
It is anticipated that the preferred shareholders in RY Financial and RY NT/RY 
II will receive proxy material from Royal Bank to enable them to exercise their 
voting rights. It is not intended that any interim information relating to the 
underlying company be provided to either group of investors, and it is not 
intended that the instalment receipt holders or capital shareholders will be 
forwarded any information relating to the underlying company beyond that 
contained in the prospectus. Furthermore, in Bancshare and the other multiple 
investment portfolios, because the costs of forwarding shareholder information 
from three to five underlying companies to all of the investors is prohibitive, 
it is not intended to provide either shareholder information or voting rights 
to either group of investors. 


In addition, these offerings may create the potential for indirect insider 
trading abuses by insiders of the underlying company who are not insiders of 
the issuer itself, and therefore are not required to report such trades under 
the current regulatory scheme. 
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Another comment raised is that the instalment receipts may constitute, in 
substance, options similar to those currently listed and traded on the 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver stock exchanges and so should be_ subject’ to 
regulation similar to that governing exchange-listed options to ensure 
uniformity in treatment between substantially similar securities. 


The Commission has received a written submission from Bell Canada Enterprises 
expressing BCE'sS concerns with respect to future offerings similar to the ''B" 


Corp. offering and calling for a response from the Commission. BCE Bhas) Tour 
concerns: 

Ie the conflict of interest among security holders discussed above; 

Ze the potential impact on voting rights attached to the common shares of 


the underlying company; 


on undue proliferation of investment vehicles holding common shares of the 
same underlying company; and 


4. UNIFORM ty, sof = wesulatory treatment of instalment receipts and 
exchange-listed options. 


Several proposals have been suggested, including regulation designed to ensure 
that the aggregate number of common shares of an underlying company held by all 
such entities not exceed at any time 5% of the issued and outstanding common 
shares of the underlying company. It has also been suggested that a receipt 
not be issued and that listing of the subdivided securities not be granted 
unless the voting rights of the underlying shares are passed through to the 
holders of the subdivided securities or any category thereof. 


Request for Comments 





The Commission considers that serious policy implications are involved in this 
issue, and that the submissions of all interested parties should be considered 
prior to the formulation of any response to the BCE submissions. Accordingly, 
the Commission requests the public to submit comments by August 30, 1986 in 
response to the following questions or any other related issues that come to 
mind: 


ale How should voting rights be allocated between interested parties? 
Should the same allocation be made where the portfolio contains 
more than one underlying investement? 


Bi What shareholder information should be provided and to whom? 


eye Should regulation be imposed to ensure that the underlying company 
has access to its beneficial shareholders? 


AG What steps if any should be taken to prevent indirect insider 
trading abuses? 
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Sy, Are the instalment receipts the functional equivalent of options in 
respects that merit regulating them in the same manner as Exchange 
traded options, or do they more closely resemble warrants? 


6. Should there be regulation to limit to a specified percentage the 
aggregate number of shares of an issuer that may be the subject of 
subdivided offerings? 


The SEC issued a similar request for comments several years ago. Interest 
parties are referred to Release Nos. 33-6537; 34-21009 IC 13979 published by 
the Securities and Exchange Commission in the Federal Register dated June 1, 
1984 at 23653 concerning issues related to the Americus Trust filings.

Mr. David H. Peirce, on behalf of Ontario Cycling 

Association Incorporation, carrying on business as 

Ontario BMX, (hereinafter sometimes referred to as 

the "Objector") 
On February 4, 1986, an inquiry was held before me pursuant to the 
provisions of subsection 13(2) of the Corporations Act. The purpose of the 
inquiry was to determine whether or not a recommendation should be made 
to the Minister that he direct Ontario Bicycle Moto Cross Association 


(Ontario Corporation No. 584336) to change its name. 


Initially, I would point out that an inquiry under the provisions of section 13 
of the Corporations Act is different from a hearing pursuant to the 
provisions of section 12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982. Under the 
Corporations Act there is no statutory power of decision and the hearing 
officer can only make a recommendation to the Minister who is the person 
who in fact makes a decision as to whether or not a name contravenes 
section 13 of the Corporations Act. Thus the Statutory Powers Procedure 
Act does not apply to the proceedings. Strictly speaking, under the 
provisions of subsection 13(3) of the Corporations Act a person may apply 
directly to the court for an order directing the change of name of the 
corporation. However, a practice has grown up to conduct an informal 
inquiry in the Ministry, and this practice has been sanctioned by the courts 


(See Canadian Motorways Ltd., et al. v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974) 40 
Rd) 52 (5.656); 
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Mr. David H. Peirce appeared on behalf of the Objector. Messrs. Allan 
Evans, Roy Headley and Cornelis Landman, the applicants and first directors 
of the Proponent, appeared without legal counsel. They were advised of the 
importance of considering representation by counsel in a matter of this kind 
and the inquiry, originally scheduled to be held on January 7, 1986, was 
adjourned to February 4, 1986 so that they might give consideration to this 
matter. It was finally determined, however, by Messrs. Evans, Headley and 
Landman, that they were prepared to proceed without the assistance and 


advice of counsel. 


The Objector was incorporated by Letters Patent, dated September 10, 1973 


with the following objects: 


(a) To conduct, encourage and promote cycling racing and to 


promote the general interest in eyeling in Ontario; 
(b) To help ascertain, defend and protect the rights of cyclists; 
(ce) To encourage and facilitate touring; 


(d) To establish and regulate bicycle championships among its 


members in Ontario; and 


(e) To earry on its objects in affiliation with the Union Cyclist 
International and other organizations of cyclists throughout the 


World. 


Mr. Paul Jurbala, the Executive Director of the Objector, gave evidence on 
behalf of the Objector. In addition, Mr. Peirce presented certain evidence 


by way of affidavit. 


The Proponent was incorporated by Letters Patent, dated May 15, 1984 with 
the following object: 


To promote, encourage and support the growth of safe bicycle moto 


cross (BMX) competition in the Province of Ontario. 


Messrs. Evans, Headley and Landman gave evidence on behalf of the 


Proponent. 
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The evidence adduced on behalf of the Objector, particularly Exhibit 6, 


traced the background of the Objector with particular emphasis on: 


iF The existence since 1981 of a BMX Standing Committee 
established to deal with the bicycle moto cross aspect of the 


sport of cycling; and 


2. The registration under the Corporations Information Act of the 
business name or style "Ontario BMX" by the Objector on August 
2,198.36 


Of particular note here is the fact that Mr. Allan Evans was a member of 
the Standing Committee of the Objector from December 6, 1983 to April 5, 
1984. 


It was further indicated that the Standing Committee of the Objector is still 
in operation and makes use of the registered business name or style "Ontario 
BMX", 


Mr. Jurbala and the directors of the Proponent gave a considerable amount 
of evidence with respect to BMX racing tracks in Ontario, which of those 
tracks are still operational and which are used by the Objector and/or the 
Proponent. There was little disagreement between the four individuals with 


respect to this evidence. 


Certain Exhibits put in by the Objector (Exhibits 8 and 9) evidenced the 


ongoing use by the Objector of the indicated business name or style. 


Mr. Evans testified as to the proliferation of associations, both in Canada 
and the United States, which exist to promote the sport of eycling. He 
testified that the operations of the Proponent differ form those of the 
Objector in that the Proponent operates on the basis of private sponsors, 
receives no grants from the government and is devoted entirely to the moto 
cross aspect of the sport of cycling. He also adduced certain Exhibits 
(Exhibits 12 and 13) which evidenced the area of specialty of the Proponent 
and the other organizations with which it has involvements with respect to 


that area of specialty. 
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Mr. Evans further testified as to the membership requirements for an 
individual cyclist to compete in certain BMX racing functions. Representa- 
tions were also put forward by the Objector which indicated that there is a 
plethora of organizations devoted to one or more aspects of the moto cross 


segment of the sport of cycling. 


Throughout all of the evidence adduced on behalf of both the Proponent and 
the Objector, there appeared to be few, if any, areas of disagreement. The 
sole issue here was the name of the Proponent; the Objector indicated no 


desire to curtail or stop the Proponent's activities. 


A significant issue here was the use of the words "bicycle moto cross" in the 
name of the Proponent and the use of the acronym BMX in the Objector's 
registered business name or style. It was agreed by both the Proponent and 
the Objector that the terms were interchangeable, that BMX is a well known 
and generally acknowledged term in the sport of cycling and that that term 
is recognized as being virtually interchangeable with the words bicycle moto 


cross. 


Section 13 of the Corporations Act provides, in part: 


(1) A corporation shall not be given a name, 


(a) that is the same as or similar to the name of a known 
corporation, association, partnership, individual or 
business if its use would be likely to deceive, except 
where the corporation, association, partnership, 
individual or person signifies its or his consent in 
writing that its or his name in whole or in part be 
granted, and, if required by the Minister, 


(i) in the ease of a corporation, undertakes to 
dissolve or change its name within six months 
after the incorporation of the new corporation, 
or 


(ii) in the ease of an association, partnership or 
individual, undertakes to cease to carry on its or 
his business or activities, or change its or his 
name, within six months after the incorporation 
of the new corporation; 
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(b) that suggests or implies a connection with the Crown 
or any member of the Royal Family or the 
Government of Canada or the government of any 
province of Canada or any department, branch, 
bureau, service, agency or activity of any such 
government without the consent in writing of the 
appropriate authority; 

(ec) that, when the objects applied for are of a political 
nature, suggests or implies a connection with a 
political party or a leader of a political party; 

(d) that is objectionable on any public grounds. 

(2) If a corporation through inadvertence or otherwise has 
been or is given a name that is objectionable, the 
Lieutenant Governor, after he has given notice to the 
corporation of his intention so to do, may direct the issue 
of supplementary letters patent changing the name of the 
corporation to some other name. 

The issue before me and the matter to be decided by the Minister is, 
therefore, whether the name Ontario Bicycle Moto Cross Association 
(Ontario Corporation No. 584336) is so similar to "Ontario BMX", the 
registered business name or style under which the Objector carries on 
certain of its activities, that its use would be likely to deceive and secondly, 


whether there are any public grounds which would render the Proponent's 


name objectionable. 


The provisions of section 13 of the Corporations Act must be seen and 
applied in light of the relevant case law and previous decisions under the 
section. The basic ease is C C Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.) 
where Mr. Justice Kelly set out certain principles to be used when deciding 
whether a name is too similar. One principle, found at page 258 of this 
decision, is the interpretation of the word "likely" in subsection l(a) as 
"probable" so that the standard to be used when coming to a decision under 
subsection 13(2) is a test of "probability of deception", not "possibility of 


deception". 
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Mr. Justice Kelly then proceeded on page 258 to explain the nature of the 
similarity to be determined which must cause a person who has an interest 


in dealing with one corporation to deal with the other in the mistaken belief 


that he was dealing with the former. This test was expanded by Mr. Justice 
Laskin in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 DL. Rs30) 52 (8.C,C-), (1973) 11 CPS R.(2d) 1, 11974], SCR. 675, 
at page 61 to include confusion as to the association of one corporation with 


another. 


Mr. Justice Kelly, as well, set out the relevant facts to be considered when 
determining the question of similarity as follows: the names of the 
Proponent and Objector, the nature of their businesses and the persons or 
class of persons who ordinarily might be expected to deal with the Objector 


and Proponent. 


In the matter before me, both the Proponent and the Objector engage in 
similar, although not identical, activities. The evidence indicates that the 
Objector represents the sport of cycling in Ontario and has a program as 
well as a registered business name or style with respect to the moto cross 
aspect of its activities. The Proponent devotes its activities exclusively to 
the moto cross aspect of the sport. The evidence also indicate that both the 
Objector and the Proponent carry on their activities across the Province of 


Ontario. 


The evidence also indicate that there is considerable overlap with respect to 


the persons or classes of persons who might ordinarily be expected to deal 
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with the Objector and the Proponent. Both are involved, to some extent, 


with the moto cross aspect of this sport of cycling. 


These factors must be considered in the light of the visual and auditory 


qualities of the two names. The are: 


Ontario Bieyele Moto Cross Association (the Proponent) 
and 

Ontario Cycling Association Incorporated, carrying on business as 

Ontario BMX (the Objector). 
As indicated previously, it was acknowledged by both the Objector and the 
Proponent that the words "bicycle moto cross" and the acronym "BMX" are 
virtually interchangeable, the term BMX being recognized as meaning 
bieyele moto cross by the vast majority of persons having an interest in the 
sport of cycling. In these circumstances the name of the Proponent and the 
registered business or style name under which the Objector carries on 
business are virtually identical, except for the word "association" in the 


Proponent's name. 


In the circumstances, it is my opinion that the registered business name or 
style of the Objector and the Proponent's name are so similar that the 
probability of confusion of the Objector with the Proponent exists. The very 
close similarity of the two names could also, in my view, create the 
impression that they are associated with each other or are different 


branches of the same organization. 
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With respect to the issue of whether the Proponent's name is objectionable 
on public grounds, the evidence before me indicates quite clearly that the 
ineorporators of the Proponent, particularly Mr. Allan Evans, were, at the 
time of the incorporation of the Proponent, fully aware of the Standing 
Committee of the Objector and the purposes and emphasis of that 
Committee. As indicated, Mr. Evans was in fact a member of that 
Committee until one month prior to the incorporation of the Proponent. In 
these circumstances, it is my view that the Proponent was incorporated in 
disregard for the interests of the Objector and knowingly created with full 
Knowledge of the existence of the Committee of the Objector. On the basis 
of that evidence, therefore, I conclude that the name of the Proponent is 


objectionable on public grounds. 


Basie to both of these determinations is the fact that the business name or 
style of the Objector was registered on August 29, 1983, more than eight 


months prior to the incorporation of the Proponent. 


In light of the foregoing, it is my opinion that the Proponent has been 


granted a name that is objectionable. 


It is therefore my recommendation that the Minister, pursuant to the powers 
conferred upon him in sections 6 and 13 of the Corporations Act direct the 
issue of Supplementary Letters Patent changing the name of Ontario Bicycle 
Moto Cross Association (Ontario Corporation No. 584336) to a name 
dissimilar to Ontario BMX, the registered business name or style of the 


Ontario Cycling Association Incorporated. 
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All of which is respectfully submitted.

APPEARANCES: 


Cecil Foreht, Q.C., on behalf of I.B.L. Container 
Refurbishing Limited (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the "Proponent"). 


Blair W. Green on behalf of I.B.L. Industries Limited 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the 
"Objector"). 


A hearing was held before me on the 6th day of March, 1986 pursuant to 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the hearing was to determine whether or not a certificate of 
amendment to the articles of incorporation of the Proponent, Ontario 


Corporation No. 537245 should be issued changing its name. 


I.B.L. Industries Limited was incorporated under The Corporations Act, 
1953, by Letters Patent, dated the 22nd day of December, 1960, and is a 
body corporate within the meaning of the Act. The objects of the Objector 
have not changed since incorporation and are very general in nature (Exhibit 


No. 4). 


Mr. John W. Lawson gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mr. Lawson 


was a founder and is currently the President of the Objector. 


Mr. Lawson traced briefly the history of the Objector, including the 
partnership of three persons which existed prior to the incorporation of the 
Objector. On incorporation, the Objector was involved mainly in material 
handling, heavy duty lining and custom designing of containers. Exhibits 5 - 
8 inelusive show certain of the types of containers manufactured and 


marketed by the Objector. Mr. Lawson testified that containers of this type 
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had been manufactured by the Objector since the early 1960's and that the 
Objector was continuing to design and market new containers on an on going 


basis. 


Mr. Lawson further testified that the Objector, which is located in 
Burlington, also repairs containers and does a considerable portion of its 
business with automobile manufacturers, trucking companies and the 
agricultural industry. The Objector does business throughout southern 
Ontario, Quebee and Michigan with an emphasis on the Toronto and Golden 
Horseshoe areas. Mr. Lawson estimated that the Objector has, for at least 
the last ten years, done approximately one million dollars worth of business 
annually relating to the repair of containers and that this was a significant 


aspect of the Objector's business was a continuing aspect of its business. 


Mr. Lawson further testified that the Objector does a certain amount of 
work with respect to larger containers, i.e. those used on trucks and ships, 
that the Objector has been engaging in this type of work for at least the last 
ten years and has done so, at least in part, on a joint venture basis with 


corporations in Canada and in other countries. 


Exhibit No. 9 evidences that the Objector has, over the past ten years, had 


sales averaging in the area of 15 million dollars. 


Exhibit No. 10 is a series of pictures taken by the solicitors for the 
Objector. Those pictures show the business premises of the Proponent in the 
City of Mississauga and give some indication of the nature of the 
Proponent's business as well as the use of the Proponent's name on certain of 


its vehicles. 


Exhibit No. 11 is a sample of the letterhead of the Objector, showing the 
corporate name in full along with the highlighting of the letters I.B.L. and a 
brief list of the types of products and services available through the 


Objector. 
With respect to the manufacture of the larger containers, Mr. Lawson 


testified that originally the Objector manufactured these through a joint 


venture with another corporation, that these containers were specially 
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designed and required the use of special machinery and that the ship 


containers were used primarily for the shipment of automobile parts. 


With respect to confusion, Mr. Lawson testified that the Objector has 
received inquiries concerning the Proponent, that there had been some 
confusion respecting personnel and occasional inquiries as to whether there 


was any relationship between the Objector and the Proponent. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Lawson testified that the Objector manufactures 
both kinds of containers, i.e. the smaller kind (Exhibit Nos. 5 - 8 inclusive) 
and the larger containers for ships and trucks for automobile makers and 
that most of the repair and refurbishing work is done on containers 


manufactured by the Objector. 


Mr. Lawson further testified that certain of the Objector's customers were 


in the habit of referring to the Objector as I.B.L. 


I.B.L. Container Refurbishing Limited was incorporated on the 27th day of 
January, 1983 under the Act and accordingly is a "body corporate" within 
the meaning of the Act. The objects of I.B.L. Container Refurbishing 
Limited, like those of the Objector, are very general in nature and have not 


been amended since the Proponent's incorporation (Exhibit No. 3). 


Tony Buttarazzi gave evidence on behalf of the Proponent. Tony Buttarazzi 
is the son of Luigi Buttarazzi, the sole officer and director of the 
Proponent. The witness is an assistant manager and dispatcher of the 


Proponent and is familiar with its business. 


Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the Proponent is in the business of refurbishing 
and offering storage facilities for containers used for overseas shipments. 


The Proponent does not manufacture or own containers. 


Mr. Buttarazzi further testified that the Proponent refurbishes or dispatches 
containers on direction from the owners of the containers and that the 
major portion of the Proponent's business is done with a small number of 
customers located in Chicago and New York City. The Proponent has no 


Canadian customers. 
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Mr. Buttarazzi further testified that the Proponent does no advertising and 
has no business ecards, its corporate name appearing only on its letterhead 


and its invoices. 


Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the Proponent does work only for the small 
number of large clients, as indicated previously and that its work is carried 
out on instructions from the United States offices of those clients. He 
further testified that the Proponent has no contact with the user of the 
container and in many cases has no knowledge of what the containers are 


used to ship. 


With respect to the size of the Proponent, Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the 
Proponent has only four employees, the primary emphasis being on the skill 
of welding, and that given the special kind of work involved with these 
containers, a specially-trained type of welder is required. He indicated that 
there had been little turnover in that segment of the Proponent's staff. The 


only additional staff is two office employees. 


Mr. Buttarazzi further testified that the Proponent has no salesman and 
does no trade publication advertising. He did testify however that the 
Proponent does advertise in the yellow pages of the Metropolitan Toronto 
telephone directory (Exhibit No. 12) and in the comparable publication in the 


City of Mississauga. 


Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the Proponent has no contacts or dealings in 
the City of Burlington and that it is the name of the owner of the container 
which appears on the containers which are refurbished and restored by the 


Proponent. The name of the Proponent does not appear on any containers. 


With respect to confusion Mr. Buttarazzi testified that, to his knowledge, 


the Proponent had received no calls or inquiries concerning the Objector. 


With respect to the name of the Proponent, Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the 
letters I.B.L. were chosen on the basis of his father's name, Luigi Buttarazzi 
and the letter "I." representing was a reference to the Italian origin of the 


family. The letters therefore became I.B.L., "I" standing for Italia, "B.L." 
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standing for the name of the incorporator, the letters being reversed in 


accordance with the European practise. 


Mr. Buttarazzi testified that when he commenced work with the Proponent, 
he was not aware of the Objector. He further testified that the Proponent 


does no work for automobile manufacturers. 


On cross examination, Mr. Buttarazzi testified that the Proponent 
advertises in the Toronto yellow pages as a matter of convenience for its 
customers. A consideration here was the fact that his father had always 
lived in Toronto, has been known in that community since the 1950's and 


that many of his business associates were in that city. 


Exhibit 13 is a series of pictures taken by the Proponent showing the types 
of containers which it refurbishes and stores. Exhibit No. 14 is a brochure 
produced by Itel Container which gives detailed information on the large 


eargo containers refurbished and stored by the Proponent. 


Mr. Buttarazzi indicated that the Proponent works exclusively on the larger 
types of containers used on ships, i.e. those measuring 20 feet or 40 feet in 
length, that the majority of containers returning to the Proponent require 
refurbishing and that all are stored with the Proponent until instructions are 


received by the owner as to the disposition of the container. 


Counsel for both parties provided me with written submissions respecting 
the applicable law in this matter. Those submissions were of considerable 


assistance to me. 


I will outline briefly the applicable statutory provisions and recognized case 


law. 


Statutory Provisions 
Subsection 12(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held, 


provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
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amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Subsection 9(1) of the Act provides: 


Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 
(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 
(b) that is the same as or... similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual 
whether in existence or not, or 
(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 
if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 
(c) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Section 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act sets out certain 
matters which the Director may consider when determining whether a name 


is contrary to section 9 of the Act. 
Case Law 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly 
J.A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors which 
it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, in 
essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or class or classes of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and, of course, 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one company with 
another. These tests are in essence codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 under the Act. 
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The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "I.B.L. Container 
Refurbishing Limited" by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it 
would lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended to be 
carried on by the Objector and the Proponent are one business or that the 
name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is 
associated with the Objector or would lead someone who had an interest in 
dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief 
that he was dealing with the Objector. 


In the matter before me, the Objector is engaged in the business of 
manufacturing and repairing containers primarily for use by the automobile 
industry. The evidence indicates that the manufacturing portion of the 
Objector's business is the main emphasis of its business and that most of the 
repair work it does is done on containers which it manufactures. The 
evidence also indicates that the Objector manufactures primarily the 


smaller type of container (Exhibits 5 - 8). 


The Proponent does not manufacture containers. It only refurbishes and 
stores containers owned by others. The Proponent also deals exclusively 


with the large containers used on ships (Exhibit 13). 


I conclude, therefore, that there is little similarity between the nature of 


the Objector's business and the nature of the Proponent's business. 


The Objector has its main place of business in the City of Burlington and 
carries on business throughout southern Ontario, Quebee and Michigan. The 
Proponent, while it has its main place of business in the city of Mississauga, 
has no Canadian clients, its clientele being limited to a relatively small 
number of corporations headquartered in the United States. In the case of 
both corporations, it appears that the persons with whom the corporations 


deal are other businesses as opposed to the general public. 


I conclude on this test, therefore, that the persons or classes of persons who 
deal or might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and 
the Objector are quite different and are made up almost entirely of other 


businesses. 
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The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 


qualities of the two names. Those names are: 


1.B.L. CONTAINER REFURBISHING LIMITED (the "Proponent" 


and 


I.B.L. INDUSTRIES LIMITED (the "Objector") 


The name of both the Objector and Proponent contain the identical letters 
"].B.L.". It is interesting that the origin in each case was the name or 
surname of the incorporating individual or individuals. Aside from this, the 
letters have no significance. It is noted, however, that the Objector has 
been in business for over 20 years and has become known as "I.B.L." to a 


portion of its client group. 


Aside from the use of the letters "I.B.L.", the name of the Objector does not 
give much indication as to its business. The name of the Proponent, on the 
other hand, contains the words "container refurbishing" which describes a 
primary emphasis of the Proponent's business. The name of the Proponent 
particularly when combined with the type of advertising it does (Exhibit No. 
12), gives a concise view of the Proponent's activities, the types of 


containers it deals with and what it does with those containers. 


There is no evidence that the incorporator of the Proponent attempted to 
make use of the goodwill and reputation of the Objector when the Proponent 


was incorporated. 


I have econeluded, therefore, on the basis of the evidence before me that the 
two names are not similar and that the use of the Proponent's name would 
not be likely to deceive within the meaning of subsection 9(1)(b) of the Act, 
in that the use of the Proponent's name would lead to the inference that the 
business carried on by the Proponent and the Objector are one in the same, 
or that the Proponent is associated or affiliated with the Objector. In 


reaching this conclusion, I have taken the following into consideration: 
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(a) The primary emphasis of the Objector's business is the 
manufacture of smaller containers. The Objector also does 
repair work on containers it manufactures. The Proponent does 
not manufacture containers. The Proponent refurbishes and 


stores large sea and air cargo containers owned by others. 


(b) There was little if any evidence of confusion. The main 
incidents of confusion being casual conversation among 
employees of the Objector, the majority of which could be 


characterized as inquiries. 


(ec) The Objector and the Proponent do not deal with the general 
public. Both deal with different specialized segments of the 
business community which are knowledgeable of the products 
offered by the Objector and the services made available by the 


Proponent. 


The primary emphasis of my determination is the public interest and that 
confusion between the names of the two corporations be avoided. As 
indicated, there is little, if any, evidence of confusion. There has also been 
no evidence that the existence of the Proponent has in any way impaired the 


business activities of the Objector. 


It is my determination, therefore, that on the basis of the evidence before 
me that the name of the Proponent does not contravene section 9 of the 
Business Corporations Act, 1982. What similarity there may be between the 
names of the two corporations, primarily the use of the initials "I.B.L." in 
each name, is, in my view, certainly below that considered tolerable by 
McRuer, C.J.H.C., in Re Menzies-Gibson Ltd. (1955) 1 D.L.R. (2d) 187. 


Therefore, for the foregoing reasons, there will be no Order changing the 


name of I.B.L. Container Refurbishing Limited under section 12 of the 


Business Corporations Act, 1982.

UPON the Saskatchewan Securities Commission (the "Commission'") being of 
the opinion that such action is not prejudicial to the public interest: 


IT IS ORDERED, pursuant to section 21 of the Act and subject to review at 
any time, that section 42 of the Act shall not apply, insofar only as that 
section concerns the form and content of a preliminary prospectus and a 
prospectus filed under section 42 of the Act, with RESP CGC Omalspicimansy: 
distribution to the public of securities by a person or company that is 
effected in Saskatchewan in compliance with Ontario Securities Commission 
Policy 5.6 or a Ruling under The Ontario Securities Act (together referred to 
herein as, the “Ontario Policy") as af ‘the Ontario Policy applied in 
Saskatchewan, or in compliance with the legislation and policies of another 
province with legislation or policies similar to Ontario on the prompt offering 
qualification system (the "Similar Policy'') as if the Similar Policy applied in 
Saskatchewan, subject to the conditions that: 


1. A preliminary short form prospectus and short form prospectus 
complying with the Ontario Policy or the Similar Policy are filed with 
the Commission by the person or company engaging in the primary 
distribution to the public of securities under section 42 of the Act 
pursuant to and in accordance with the Ontario Policy or the Similar 
Policy along with all other materials required to be filed pursuant to 
and in accordance with the Ontario Policy or the Similar Policy; 


2. The person or company engaging in a primary distribution to the public 
of Securities provides the Commissiom av or pricrmato the filing vor the 
preliminary short form prospectus “with a certificate, wider seal’, 
stating that it has either previously filed in Saskatchewan or is 
including all continuous disclosure material required to be filed in 
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Ontario over the past thirty-six (36) months under The Ontario 
Securities Act, Part XVII and the Ontario Policy, or in another 
province pursuant to Similar Policy; and 


The primary distribution to the public of securities pursuant toOnea 
short form prospectus filed under section 42 of the Act shall 
otherwise comply with and be subject to the provisions of the Act. 


AND IT IS ORDERED that Saskatchewan Local Policy 3.09, entitled ''Prompt 
Qualification System" is repealed.
